With 1,500 out of 4.100 precincts 
reporting, computer projections of 
Monday’s voting for the 120-member 
Knesset (parliament) showed the 
Labor party with a loss of at least of 
five of its 57 seats. 
The center-right Likud bloc led by 
Menahem Begin, which held 32 
seats, gained at least six new seats 
in the closely fought race Leftwing 
minority parties also gained. 
Sixty-one seats are needed to 
control the government. 
The Labor alignment has ruled 
Israel in one form or another since 
Israel’s birth in 1948. 
With the October Middle East war 
only two months old and thousands 
of troops still on frontline duty, the

Some young men have exchanged Lompoc's green hills, 
early morning fog, and congenial manner for straight backs 
and walking on the far side of the halls. 
Like the man said, man was not made for safe havens 
Around 25 former students of Cabrillo and Lompoc senior 
high schools are cooling it in Lompoc over the Christmas 
holidays Come later this week they’ll be returning to a 
strict, Spartan existence 
That is. the US Military Academy at West Point in New 
York, the Naval Academy at Annapolis, Md , the Coast 
Guard Academy at New London, Conn , and the Air Force 
Academy at Colorado Springs, Colo. 
If 25 sounds like quite a few native sons from one town, 
that’s because it is According to Mike Weinstein, son of Lt. 
Col and Mrs Gerald E Weinstein, 710 Cherry Ave , it is 
well known at the Air Force academy that Lompoc holds 
the curious position of providing more cadets than any 
other city in the country. 
There are 17 cadets from Lompoc now at the Air Force 
academy, including Mike. About five West Point cadets 
come from Lompoc, and three midshipmen from Lompoc 
are enrolled at the Naval and Coast Guard academies. 
Is this because of Vandenberg, Mike was asked. “ There 
are 100 little towns near Air Force bases, but only Lompoc 
has so many cadets,’’ he replied Weinstein likes to believe 
it has to do with the quality of the Lompoc school district. 
Doug McClure, a West Point cadet and son of Col and 
Mrs Robert McClure, 4304 Sirius Ave., credits Vandenberg 
as the influencing factor. 
Whatever the reason, these young lions will soon be gone, 
but not all of them will return to running between buildings, 
laundry carrying, and general misery.

Three-day work week begins 


LONDON (UPIt — Millions of workers in Britain 
observed the New Year’s holiday for the first time today, 
idled by the government’s crash program to save energy 
with a three-day work week 
Officials of the Department of Employment reported 
"several millions’’ of workers already off the job when the 
shortened work week was imposed Monday. 
The officials said that when the job cuts reach full impact 
after the holiday, up to six million workers will be tem­ 
porarily out of work 
The government-ordered program was among the most 
severe taken by any country to deal with the energy crisis. 
The three-day work week was ordered by Prime Minister 
Edward Heath to conserve dwindling supplies of coal in the 
face of a five-week-old slowdown by the nation s miners. 
Government officials said that coal supplies would have 
been exhausted by the end of January if the work cuts had 
not been imposed Coal is the main fuel tor the production 
of electricity in Britain. 
Only food stores, newspaper plants and other firms listed 
as "vital," and some stores with their own generators, 
were exempt from the three-day week 


NEW YORK (U PI) — Investors came away from the 
New York Stock Exchange with lighter wallets in 1973, and 
signs are next year might not be much better. 
The year produced a depressing array of statistics. The 
Dow Jones industrial average slid 169.21 points, closing 
1973’s last trading day at 850.86. Standard & Poor’s 500 stock 
index plunged 20.50 to 97.55. The NYSE index dropped 12.66

Declines dwarfed advances, 1,739 to 237, among the 2,084 
issues traded in 1973 
Sales for the year totaled 4,053,201,306 shares, off a bit 
from the record 4,138,187,706 traded in 1972.

Encounter groups 


a sensitive topic

Since 1968. sensitivity training in junior and senior high 
schools has been the subject of controversy. 
Sensitivity training is a procedure that uses group action 
to effect a change in each of the participants from self-con- 
tainment, and perhaps selfishness, to openness and perhaps 
a new form of self-awareness and interpersonal relations. 
The advocates of sensitivity training (encounter. T-groups, 
etc.) championed the idea with the religious fervor of instant 
converts, seeing it as a w ay to salvation from an increasingly 
mechanized and unfeeling world. Opponents, w ith equal zeal 
linked sensitivity to sex and sin and saw it as a direct road to 
damnation. 
There the controversy rested because there was no scien­ 
tific evidence to demonstrate whether sensitivity training 
was helpful or harmful. 
But now, the first evidence is in, thanks to the pioneering 
work of three scholars, Morton A. Lieberman, Irvin D. 
Yalom and Matthew B. Miles. 
In their recently published book. “ Encounter Groups: First 
Facts" (Basic Books), supplemented by a privately circul­ 
ated paper by Lieberman entitled “ Are You Thinking Of 
Going To An Encounter Group?" — parents can now begin to 
make up their minds if sensitivity training is for their 
children — or even for them. 
Lieberman questions the place of sensitivity training in an 
education setting. He wonders about the relationship, if any, 
between sensitivity training and educational goals. What 
can the student expect? How much pressure is brought on the 
student to participate? How can the student opt out of the 
group once he’s in it9 


Lieberman is not totally against encounter groups. He 
feels that they can be helpful for some, innocuous for others, 
and clearly dangerous for others. In their research of college 
students who participated in various kinds of encounter 
holars fo 
groups, the scholars found that approximately one-third of 
those who participated made beneficial and lasting changes 
and one in ten suffered serious psychological consequences. 


Lieberman says there are some strong indicators of when 
to stay away from sensitivity encounter groups, one bein^ 
the feeling by the participant that he or she can be “saved 
by undergoing major personality changes. 


Another thing to be very wary of is a group leader who is 
described as inspiring, believing totally in what he is doing, 
imposing, visionary, stimulating, dramatic with a sense of 
mission. Lieberman is describing the charismatic leader 
which he believes should be avoided at all costs. 
All the evidence about the benefits or dangers of sen-

Notre Dame had many heroes in 
conquering the previously unbeaten 
Crimson Tide. There was freshman 
A1 Hunter, who ran a kickoff back a 


record 93 yards for a second-quarter 
touchdown, kicker Bob Thomas, 
whose 19-yard field goal with 4:26 
remaining was the game winner,and 
a hard-nosed defense that held the 
Crimson Tide well under its season 
average of 481 yards in total offense.

Q Can you tell me something about Grrald Ford as a foot­ 
ball player at Michigan? I understand he was a center. — 
FI wood Johns. Flint. Mich. 
When the Vice President designate was a senior in 1934 
and captain of the Wolverines, they won only one game and 
were blanked five times. The previous two seasons, when 
they were undefeated. Chuck Bernard was Michigan s All 
American center. But in a speech at the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame in 1967, Congressman Ford revealed that he was 
offered pro contracts by both the Detroit Lions and Green 
Bay Packers in 1935 - at $200 a game He opted for Yale law 
school. 
Q, I ’m interested in Howard Cosell. He has remarkable 
“ recall of information” — but so cocky. Can \ou tell me 
anything about CoseU’s war record'.’ I sort of feel he was a t- 
F or worse. — R J. Price, Oklahoma City, Okla. 
Howard recalls vividly that he enlisted in the Army right 
after Pearl Harbor as a buck private and within two and a 
half years, after going to officers candidate school in the 
Transportation Corps, was a major. He was in charge <>t 
manpower at the New York Port of Embarkation in World 
War II but never went overseas. 


Q.Can you explain the origin of the Cleveland pro foot­ 
ball team's nickname? What method was used to select it 
and in w hat year? — Robert H. Kelley, Sacramento. Calif. 
During World War II. when the All-America Conference 
was formed, the late Arthur (Mickey* McBride chose Paul 
Brown, then in the Navy, to be the coach of a new Cleveland 
team. In 1945, a newspaper contest was held to choose <i 
name. An entry suggesting “ Panthers” was the winner But it 
was discovered there had been an old semi-pro team called 
the Cleveland Panthers. So the new coach vetoed the name. 
In the contest, the second most popular name had been 
"Browns” after the head man William S Thompson of 
Euclid, 0., got a $1,000 bond for suggesting it, and they were 
thereafter the Cleveland Browns, with the coach always 
wearing a Brown suit. 


Q. My son played football in college for Don Coryell, now 
the St. Louis Cardinals, and he tells me that Coryell is the 
originator of the “ I" formation. W ill you confirm or deny 
this? - Don Hedges. San Leandro. Calif. 
Motion denied. Tom Nugent devised the modern “ I in 1949 


at VMI, and it was soon copied successfully at Notre Dame 
by the late Frank Leahy. Four men formed the “ I” then — 
the quarterback and three backs — unlike the three cur­ 
rently in vogue. But, get this, Bob Zuppke of Illinois, who 
coached Red Grange, claimed the Illim used it as their basic 
attack in 1914! 
Q. I have a baseball signed by Babe Ruth w hich I received 
personally from him in 1929. Could you estimate its worth 
today? If Hank Aaron surpasses Ruth in home runs, w ill my 
baseball lessen in value? — Albert Niederberger. Pitts­ 
burgh, Pa. 
“ For someone who collects baseballs, the value of such a 
ball should be $2,500.” My authority for this statement is San 
Francisco restaurateur Bill Munro, who’s on record as offer­ 
ing $10,000 for No. 715 when it’s struck by Hank Aaron 
Munro will display his ball in a televised, burglar-proof 
plastic case.

Babe Ruth 
Super-Superstar

NEW YORK - (NEA) — 
Just when the word “ super- 
star” finally attained official 
lexicographical status, it be­ 
came obsolete. 


The r e c e n t l y published 
' Webster’s New Collegiate 
Dictionary” vainly tries to 
define the word, the first 
time it appears in a diction­ 
ary in relation to sports. 


A superstar is "a star who 
is considered extremely tal­ 
ented. has great public ap­ 
peal, and who can usually 
command a high salary.” 
says the esteemed but fence- 
straddling lexicon. 


The 
assumption 
is that 
there is no brighter star than 
a superstar in the entire 
sweaty firmament of sports. 


Yet virtually on the day of 
dictionary publication. New 
York News columnist Dick 
Young writes about Willie 
M a y s : 
“Superstar is not 
enough 
word 
to 
describe 
i him i in this inflated time, 
when superlatives are thrown 
around like adjectives on old 
movie posters. 
Everybody 
who has ever hit a ball out 
oi a ballpark is introduced 
as a superstar. For Willie 
Mays, there has to be a bet­ 
ter word ” Young chooses 
"super-duper star.” 
This is, incidentally, the 
same philological Young who 
once said that "Ron Swoboda 
was the first superstar of the 
Mets. In those days, a super- 
star was anybody who could 
put his baseball shoes on 
without spiking himself ” 
So-called 
"new” 
words 
aren’t always new. And su­ 
perstar has been in growing 
usage for at least a decade 
i M e r r i a m - Webster’s first 
sports citation for the word 
is from 1963). A dictionary 
patiently waits to see if to­ 
day’s superword isn’t indeed 
forgotten tomorrow 


The word superstar has 
quietly, quickly crept into 
our sports vocabulary and is 
now snugly burrowed in our 
colloquial woodwork We find 
now that everyone from Je ­ 
sus Christ * in a rock opera* 
to Viya (the title of this un­ 
derground 
actress’s 
auto­ 
biography is "Superstar ”) to 
Vida Blue (President Nixon 
said that Blue was the most 
underpaid s u p e r s t a r ) has 
been cloaked with the mantle 
ot glittering hyperbole. 


In the more pinched world 
of sport, the word “ super- 
star” is spread with equally

through Merriam - Webster’s 
citations, one reads that Bill 
Hartack (from a Sports Illus­ 
trated story in 1963* to Andy 
Bathgate and Tucker Fred- 
erickson and Red Berenson 
and Walt Hazzard, and Mick­ 
ey Mantle. Johnny Umtas, 
Oscar R o b e r t s o n , among 
many 
others, 
have 
been 
called superstars in print in 
the last 10 years. 
The dictionary definition is 
a study in muddledom 
It 
says first that a superstar 
must be "extremely talent­ 
ed ” 
Not so. says Johnny Bench, 
acidly: "I thought that every­ 
one who plays in New York 
is a superstar.” 
B i l l B r a d l e y explains: 
"Players don’t make super­ 
stars. The media makes su­ 
perstars. The media is con­ 
centrated in New York and 
Los Angeles ” 
Howard Cosell, the voluble 
sportscaster. adds, "A super- 
star is not necessarily one 
whose performance in the 
arena merits such a title. 


"Arnold Palmer has be­ 
come a superstar because of 
television, because of how he 
comes across on the screen 
There are actually several 
golfers who are better than 
Palmer. But when he’s play­ 
ing on television one notices 
the cut of his jaw, the lock 
of boyish hair, the handker­ 
chief poking out of his back 
pocket, the casual discharge 
of cigarettes—it’s like watch­ 
ing Humphrey Bogart putt. 
Very exciting 
Obviously a 
superstar.” 


"Great public appeal” is 
the dictionary’s second point, 
and Cosell gives a graphic 
example of it in Palmer s 
case. Yet "extremely talent­ 
ed” athletes (such as the 
golfers who are superior to­ 
day to Palmer) may not have 
such pyrotechnical attributes. 


Only recently, for exam­ 
ple, has Henry Aaron been 
discovered. "People ask me 
where I ’ve been for the first 
15 vears of my career,” he 
said Just a couple years ago 
Aaron was almost turned 
away from a Cincinnati ho­ 
tel. 'then the All-Star game 
headquarters, 
because the 
registering clerk had never 
heard of him "Are you per­ 
haps with another party?" 
the clerk asked. 
The third and final diction­ 
ary attribute for superstar is 
“ usually command a high 
salary.” What is a high sal- 
arv? Obviously Vida Blue

fering views. Wilt Chamber­ 
lain makes a quarter of a 
million dollars, but Johnny 
Bench makes onlv half as 
much.

Sports people have more 
questions and criteria for 
the word. Sonny Werblin, for­ 
mer New York Jets owner, 
says, “ A superstar sells tick­ 
ets. Charisma’s the thing. 
Joe Namath is unquestion­ 
ably a superstar But Dick 
Butkus isn’t ” 
And a question, once a 
superstar always a super- 
star’’ Tom Seaver thinks so. 
"There’s no going back once 
you reach it Like a retired 
general retains his title So 
does a superstar such as 
Willie Mays " 


Dr. Paul Weiss, author of 
"Sport: 
A Philosophic In­ 
quiry,” saiu. “ One can lose 
superstar status. One of the 
sad things is that we live in 
an ephemeral world. There 
is always a new wave on the 
way.” 
But what next for “ super- 
star” '’ Will it be usurped by

Camp and fish 
close to home

With the holidays and occasional poor weather (Kean 
fishing has been on the quiet side, and few anglers have 
ventured out The few hardy individuals who did had the 
best luck at the Seven Mile Reef, where the big red cod 
appear to have shown up. as they were predominant in the 
sacks 
On the freshwater side, both Cachuma and Casitas are 
still producing limits of trout, with bass fishing on the slow 
side Further north. Lopez Lake got a planting last week of 
good sized trout Having recovered sufficiently, we went 
after them, but with little success The fish may be there, 
but we never saw a trace, beyond a few small bass, which 
were returned 
This lake should be good, as it has had some fairly heavy 
plantings lately, and little angling pressure Hut without a 
boat it is hard to locate the trout They should be near the 
surface looking for food, as it seems there are not too many 
forage fish on the bottom, judging from the stomach 
contents of trout that had been caught 
No report of any stocking of l>aguna or Atascadero Lakes 
lately, and whilst we are discussing trout, remember the 
new licenses are now due and payable 
It might he 
expensive to say, “ Gee 1 just forgot to buy one 
As we look at the Fish and Game Calender we note that 
most of the hunting seasons are closing this month, except 
for the black sea brant, which is open state wide For 
anyone interested in seeing what a Fish and Game 
Commission meeting is all about, they meet on Friday Feb 
8 in San Luis Obispo 
T R A V EL 
As there is little to report along our usual lines, may we 
be permitted to get a bit out of the running and talk of 
travel in this gas shortage age 
Many people from the south come to our wonderful area 
for a holiday, while many of us local sportsmen and 
recreation lovers can think of nothing but going someplace 
in the far distance, and hauling the family R V or trailer a 
long way to combat crowded roads’ more crowded 
campgrounds, etc 


Why do people come here and we depart 
We think we 
are missing something, and so we took a map of the area, 
acquired from the auto club, but no doubt inspired by the 
U.S. Forestry Dept , and laid out a 50 mile radius with 
Santa Maria as the focal point We were much surprised at 
the many places that were recreation areas in this circle 
On the north the 50 miles radius extended to Morro Ray. 
and on the East the Tremblor Range, the Cuvama area and 
on south thru Los Padres County to the ocean near ( ioleta 


In this area are many places of interest with many of 
them equipped with forestry camping facilites, some more 
extensive than others The modem R V and trailer are 
now self supporting, and with self contained sanitary 
facilities, so in many cases one can set up most any good 
looking spot. To make matters more legal, a landowner will 
usually allow such a vehicle to camp on his properly, 
providing the amenities are preserved And for the real 
camper, just break out the Boy Scout Handbook and get 
busy with shovel and ax' 


The aforesaid map will designate practically every camp 
site, and show what is available, and though it does not 
show the roads or condition of same this information can 
usually be obtained from a forest ranger 


For instance there are spots in the Cuyama area that we 
never thought existed, for plain camping Then on the south 
end of our radius there is Jalama Beach, Gaviota with a 
state park, and Cachuma Lake with the Zaca Lake area, 
and the many roads and trails around Figueroa Mtn 


To enumerate the many places near home, that would be 
appreciated in this gas shortage, would be impossible All 
we recommend is to look up the area that one feels like 
investigating, then get the road and camp information from 
the map, and one is on the way to a vacation spot near 
home, and just as relaxing for a weekend as hauling a heavy 
trailer or R V hundreds of miles to find no camping spots 
available 


So just remember the grass is just as green in one’s own 
area as in the far distance All it takes is a short sighted 
look And think of the gas bill!

What's in a date? 
O N I THING I'VI FOUND OUT ABOUT O il . . . IT'S INTOXICATING!' 


There is no compelling reason why we 
observe January 1 as the beginning of a 
new year. 
It matters not to the planet, as it makes 
its appointed orbital rounds, at what point 
the self-important little creatures who 
cling to its surface say that one revolution 
of the sun has been completed and another 
begun. 
The ancients, in their closeness to and 
dependence upon the cycles of nature, 
were actually more sensible about this 
calendar business than we by marking 
each new year with the coming of spring 
and the return of life to the land, or 
associating it with some other important 
seasonal event, such as the flooding of the 
Nile. 
It is only in relatively modern times that 
we have arbitrarily selected January 1 as 
New Y ear’s Day. The Julian calendar, 
which began its year on March 25, was, in 
fact, 
used 
by Great 
Britain and 
its 
American colonies until the middle of the 
18th century, 
long 
after the 
rest of 
Christendom had adopted the Gregorian or 
reformed calendar. 
We could argue that January 1 is a 
logical choice because it comes shortly 
after the winter solstice, that point in the 
earth’s orbit when the days slowly start 
growing 
longer 
in 
the 
Northern 
Hemisphere. 
However, this is purely happenstance, 
and anyway, for those in the Southern 
Hemisphere it means just the opposite, 
that the nights are growing longer and that 
summer is ending — no particular cause 
for celebration.

No, there is less reason for us to observe 
January 1 as the beginning of a new 
calendar year than there 
is for the 
government to continue using July 1 as the 
beginning of a 
new 
fiscal 
year just 
because, once upon a time, Congresses 


finished their legislative work by the end 
of June. 
But New Y ear’s Day also falls hard upon 
Christmas Day. Perhaps here is a clue to 
the reasoning behind our calendar, if 
reasons we need. 
With Christmas comes the memories of 


Christmas past, that warm feeling of good 
will 
toward 
our 
fellows 
that always 
manifests itself at this season and infects 
even the Scrooges among us, as well as a 


sort of summing up in our minds of what 
we have done, or failed to do, for ourselves 
and for others during the previous year. 
Some of that sentiment, that good will, 
that resolve to do better in the coming 
year carries over for at least a week. All 
the bills, of course, carry over. 
Perhaps then it is highly appropriate 
that our New Y ear’s Day, which in all 
cultures has been a time to straighten out 
old debts and make plans and resolutions 
for the future, should fall during the one 
period in the year when we are most 
receptive to thoughts of a new beginning. 
Let the astronomers keep track of 
solstices 
and 
equinoxes 
and 
solar 
revolutions. 
New 
Y ear’s 
Day, 
like 
Christmas, is something that happens in 
the heart. And in every heart this day is 
the same wish: 
May it be a Happy New Year.

As 
usual, there have been inquiries by 
Congressional committees, reports 
from the Rand Foundation, and 
articles in the Reader’s Digest But 
it gets worse. It was anticipated that 
the 
Post 
Office 
reorganization 
would succeed in taking the politics 
out of the Post Office. Perhaps it 
has, and it may be that, just as John 
Lindsay took bossism away from 
New York, resulting in a uniform 
deterioration of New York services, 
that it is so with the post office as 
well. It defies the natural order of 
things, but could it be 
that by 
making the mayor’s sister-in-law 
the postmistress, you get better 
service than by putting someone in 
there from the meritocracy? 
Or is it— and it is this I suspect — 
a true collapse in morale? I do not 
tire of calling attention to Walker

The old motto of 
the Post Office, about delivering 
under the 
worst circumstances, 
appears now as a period piece, this 
being an age in which firemen 
str ik e , 
and 
te a c h e r s , 
and 
subwaymen and hospital workers. 
No inefficiency can be so abjectly 
offensive: 
it 
has 
got 
to 
be 
d em o ralizatio n . 
F o r 
which, 
eschew ing 
the 
d rastic 
an ti­ 
democratic cure, there is only one 
tonic, 
and 
that 
is, 
of 
course, 
competition. 
It is simply unjustified to permit 
the Post Office to continue to 
monopolize the handling of first 
class mail. Privately run package 
delivery services already exist, and 
their performance, by contrast with 
that 
of 
the 
Post 
Office, 
is 
exemplary. They get it there faster, 
with less breakage, and cheaper It 
is time now for the Congress to 
accost the mail situation, and to 
prepare 
legislation 
that 
would 
permit anybody who desires to do 
so, to collect and deliver m ail: using 
Post 
Office 
facilities 
where 
convenient, for a nominal rental. 
And it is time for an enterprising 
organization to come forward with a 
plan. If one doesn’t come up soon, 
I’ll fill the breach.
